Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant arguments filed with an Amendment After Final on 4/13/2005 have been 
considered and are found persuasive. The finality of the Office Action of 1/14/2005 is 
withdrawn. 

3. Applicant's amendments to claims 1, 6, 8, 9, 12, 14, 18 - 22, 24 and 29 and 
introduction of the new claims 31-34 have necessitated the grounds for restriction. 
The restriction is needed to streamline the prosecution of the instant application. 

4. Rejections of claims 1,9 and 12 under U.S.C 112 (second paragraph) have been 
overcome by the Applicant's amendment of the instant claims.
